1 . A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, including the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1 .17(e), was filed in this application after final rejection. Since this 
application is eligible for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, and the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1 .17(e) has been timely paid, the finality of the previous Office action 
has been withdrawn pursuant to 37 CFR 1.114.

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

3. Claims 68 and 70-81 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable 
over Klingman, US 5,950,172. 

Klingman discloses, e.g. Figs. 1-8D (Figs. 1-2 prior art), plug-ins, e.g. cols. 10-11, 
lines 66-20, cols. 17-18, a premium telephone line 900 that may connected to a server, 
e.g. 48, after disconnecting another line, e.g. col. 14, lines 30-55, and a store location, 
e.g. 300, for product purchases. Klingman provides for fraud protection by using 
encryption techniques. Klingman does not discloses the term an internetwork 
communication link or access key. Official Notice is taken that an internetwork 
communication links and access keys have been common knowledge in the art. To 
have provided such for Klingman would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the 
art.
